2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-15, 17 and 18 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Bodmer et al. US 5,876,761 A 
Bodmer discloses a sustained release composition comprising octreotide (active agent) encapsulated in a biodegradable, biocompatible 
polymer matrix (column 3, lines 26-32). Polymer includes linear and branched polyesters, polylactic acid, polyglycolic acid, 
polycaprolactone, or polyaikylene glycol (column 6, lines 54-61). Octreotide to be encapsulated can be in the form of complexes with 
inorganic acid including pamoic acid (column 6, lines 24-53). The process for preparing the microcapsule is disclosed in columns 8-11. 
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
